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“Painless” Taxes 


Really Hurt

During recent months America has 
heard a growing volume of protest 
against the so-called “painless 
taxes.” 


That is the term used by poll- 
ticians to describe those taxes which 
are not levied directly; but are hid- 
den, instead, in the cost of food, 
shelter and other necessities. The 
theory is that what the average citi- 
zen doesn’t know about the costs of 
government won’t hurt him — and 
that it won’t hurt the officials who 
fix those costs, either. 

But unfortunately for the theory, 
such taxes are beginning to attain a 
high degree of visibility. For a4 
while they were discernible only in 
the rising cost of living. Now they 
have come more clearly into the 
light. A recently published analysis 
of Federal income sources tells the 
story much as follows: 


In 1932, direct taxes (on income, 
corporations, etc.) produced 538% per 
cent of our Federal revenue, while 
indirect taxes (baked into your bread 
and woven into your clothes) pro- 
duced 41% per cent—approximately 
$782,900,000. 

In 1933, direct taxes produced only 
42 per cent of our revenue, while 
indirect taxes climbed to 58 per cent 
—approximately $1,091,000,909. 

In 1934, direct taxes produced 34 
per cent of our Federal income, 
while indirect taxes soared to 66 per 
cent—approximately $1,974,100,000. 

In 1935, the proportion of hidden 
taxes dropped a bit. Direct taxes 
produced 38% per cent, while in- 
direct taxes accounted for 611% per 
cent. But the total of invisible taxes 
continued to soar. It rose to ap- 
proximately $2,234,800,000. 

Who paid those taxes hidden in 
the cost of living? The rich? To a 
minor degree. But the overwhelming 
share was paid by that huge ma- 
jority of average citizens who labor 
to buy food and clothes and shelter 
for themselves and their families. 
And the larger the family, the 
higher the bill. 

To whom, then, are hidden taxes 
“painless’? To no one, it would 
seem. And certainly not to the great 
body of American workers and earn- 
ers who continue to pay them in the 
form of rising prices for almost 
everything they buy.

Goverment Makes Huge 
Purchase Of State Anplee 


Purchase of 1100 tons of Cali- 
fornia Pippin apples, at 2 total | 
cost of $41,800, by the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation, 


was completed this week by W. 
B. Jenkins, director of the Com- 
modity Distribution Division,! 
State Relief Administration. 

Bids for the purchase of the 
apples were awarded the Watson- 
ville Apple Growers and Packers 
Association and Maitiasevitch | 
Brothers, also of Watsonville, the 
two lowest bidders on the sched- 
ules. The former will supply about | 
900 tons while the latter will fur- 
nish about 200 tons of the fruits. 
The huge order represents approx- 
imately 54,000 boxes, or 75 car- 
loads of apples, said Jenkins. The 
price approximately $38 per ton. 

The apples will be distributed 
by the Surplus Commodities Cor- | 
poration to the state’s needy fam- 
ilies. California growers are eX- 
pected to benefit immeasurably | 
by the huge purchase which will 
relieve a market that has been | 
inactive since last fall. The order, 
Jenkins said, will take up a large 
portion of the surplus which has 
kept California apples at a low 
price level since last fall. 


Survey Shows 
Business Better 


Both building permits and bank 
debits showed marked increases in 
January over the same month a 
year ago reflecting the upward 
trend of business, according to a 
survey just released by the Cali- 
fornia State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

An increase of 73.5 per cent 
was recorded in building permits 
and of 28.4 in bank debits, the 
survey showed.

Safe Drivers Let

With this general comment, the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads has 
just issued a study based upon 
records cf highway accidents of 
recent years. A digest of the study 
received by the Public Safety De- 
partment of the California State 
Automobile Association offers the 
following highlights: 

Questions put to the motorists: 
Are you fitted for driving as 
shown by tests? Can you keep an 
even temper or do you become 
irritated? Do you get rattled? 
Are you able to control that oc- 
casional impulse to act reckless- 
ly ?7Do you know what the law re- 
quires of you? 

Responsibilities listed: Both you 
and your car must be properly 
equipped and ready for the road. 
Inspect car regularly, especially 
brakes and steering gear. Discard 
worn tires. Keep lights properly 
adjusted, so they won't glare and 
blind other drivers. 

General rules of the road: Drive 


| to the right when meeting vehicles 


or where approaching vehicles 
may be hidden from view. Drive 
to the left in passing vehicles 
from behind. Do not pass vehicles 
on crest of hill or on a Curve— 
you may find your way blocked. 
Do
